SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled The Other Side of Tanya is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book promotes and supports the use of violence to compel a person to submit to 
sexual activity, and tends to promote and support the use of urine and excrement in 
association with degrading sexual conduct. 

The Other Side of Tanya contains explicit descriptions of sexual activity involving men 
raping women and using violence, such as slapping, punching and forcibly tying, to 
force the women into submitting to the sexual conduct. The rapes and violence are 
described in vivid detail, in a manner intended to be titillating. 

One of the scenes of sexual activity involves a man dragging a woman across a floor 
covered in urine and excrement, before tying her up and raping her. The vivid 
description of the use of the urine and excrement adds to the woman’s pain and 
humiliation at being raped, and becomes a titillating element of the scene. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) does not apply to this 
publication because the book has been deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Section 3(2) overrides s14 of the 
NZBR Act because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning 
consistent with the rights and freedoms of si4. 
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
